600 OIHcers Among Prisoners 

"On the Carso yesterday the battle 
came to a standstill temporarily. Our 
small advances rectifled the captured 
positions, vs'hich were consolidated 
and the enemy's attempted coiuter at- 
tack failed under our fire. 

"The prisoners thu^ far number 60(i 
oincers and 23,000 men. We have cap- 
tured 76 guna including two 306 mil- 
limeter mortars and many guna of 
medium calibre, a great number of 
horsea, an airplane in perfect condi- 
tion, many trench mortars and ma- 
chine guns and all kinds of war ma- 
terial, including several motor trac- 
tors loaded with ammunition. The en- 
ormous dlfflculty of sending supplies 
to our troops across a zone In which 
there are no roada has been sur- 
mounted in part becauae of the large 
aupply depota abandoned by the ene- 
my during his retirement." 

Numerous messages from the front 
received by ministers indicate that the 
Italians are making swift strides to- 
ward victory. When asked today for 
an expression of his opinion of the 
results thus far achieved In the bat- 
tle. Lieutenant General Count Cador- 
na, commanding the Italian forces, 
smiling replied: 
"Wo are doing nicely, thank you." 
Lines of Communication Destroyed 
The ofDclai communication on the 
result of the battle front shows that 
the demoralization of the Austrian 
troops is In part due to the extraor- 
dinary aerial and artillery work ol 
the Italians, which has destroyed not 
only the linea of communication, but 
haa resulted in the burning of all the 
main food aupply statlona of the Aus- 
trlana, tor the laat week have been 
starving at many points between To- 
imino and the sea. This also accounts 
for the unusual number of prisoners 
and wounded. 

The total loss of the Auslrians from 
all causes are reckoned at nearly 100,- 
000, the most important of which. In 
the Carso region, have not yet been 
ofllolally anaouncod. It ia Mid that 
among the loaaaB of the Auatrlana are 
many men of the famous Twelfth di- 
vision, popularly known as the "Iron 
Division." 

.Monte Santo, the side of which has 
been scarred by many struggles In the 
last two year^ and which Is known 
in both armies as the spot wher^' 
many men have become heroes, wa.s 
taken by the Second army corpa under 
Oeneral Capello, who crossed the Is- 
onzo at Anhovo and awerved around 
the base of Monte Santo, thereby cut- 
ting the Austrian line of retreat and 
completely isolating the mountain, 
which for so long has been a thorn 
in the side of the Italians.

To the lay nUnd the magnttode ot i 
tbia nndertaklng la impoaalblo of con- 
ception, and only those concerned In 
the maelstrom ot detail, inflnitude of 
demands and urgency of aette 
tog around tbe operadTe fotcee «t 
Fair can gnap the algnUeenoe. e( thli 
experience. Aa no man eeeopWa a dl^

so .Mr. Kremer's entire eareer haa been 
one of preparation for the brilliant and 
ettlcleiit liHiidling of tbe taak before ^ 
blm. Ill his early manhood he saw 
luHK service in Important {loaltiona 
with the lA>ulsvllle and NaahvUle raU- 
road general olBces and with the law 
and p<|iiity division of tbe Jefferson 
I'ln iilt court, thereby absorbing a graap 
(if (letiill, knowledge of law and tamli- 
larliy with flnance which grounded him 
well In knowledge vital to tbe handling 
of tbe Fair. In fact. It was tills un- 
usual all round ability, demonstrated 
year after year to the state board of 
agriculture, that prompted Mr. Kra- 
mer's ele<'tlon by the l»oard aa secre- 
tary to the Fair. .To the agricultural 
element bis Bele<'tl(>n was eminently 
satisfying from the fact that Mr. Kre- 
mer haa been a practical farmer for

Tbe demand for what la popularly 
known aa "the Greater Sequoia Nation 
al 1'ark" la rapidly growing. Several 
of the larger mountain-climbing and 
, imor cliiliK have become enthus- 
ii.slic lor it. and In(|uiric8 of the Dc- 
li'rin.cnl I'f (lie Interior colicernint; 
ibo niagiilliceut country nurlb and cast 
of the present Sequoia National Park 
are increaaing. 

The fact that America possesses an 
area of unsurpassed scenic magnifi- 
cence heretofore unsuspected by the 
[iiiblic haa become Kcnorally known 
ciil.v recently. .Mount Whitney, the 
hinhcat peak in the I'liiled States, has 
b' lM only a name and an altitude. The 
Tcbipite Valley and the KInga River 
Canyon have been searoely known even 
as names. The Kern River Canyon 
is liarilly known to California. 

The fact that all of tlicse represent 
siibliinily. each of its own kind, inter- 
ests the public, and the project to Join, 
in one national park of sixteen hun- 
dred square miles, the mazimum of 
mountain top and canyon aeenery with 
the maximum of foreat luxuriance as 
represented in the present Sequoia Na- 
tional Park has cauRlit the national 
fnncy. In several respects the Greater 
Sequoia, when it becomaa a national 
park, will be unique. 

Two ot theae great canyons, tbe 
Tehlptte Valley and the Kings River 
Canyon, may properly be oIsMad with 
the Yosemite Valley. Not that they 
resemble or repeat the Yosemite or 
each other; each Is highly individual 
and different. But they all have much 
In common, including a largeness, a 
personality and a quality that set 
them apart from all other of the 
"many Yoaemltea" whioh John Mulr 
ascribes to the Sierra Nerada Moun- 
tains. 

Tehlpitc Valley and Its Done 
E^ch of these canyons, like the 
'Y osemite Valley is overlooked by 
Kranlte rocks ot great height «nd 
marked personality. The Tehiplte 
Dome guardian the Tehlptte Valley on 
the north, is em lofller than Bl Cap- 
iUn of the Yosemite; while Mount 
HarrliiRton. directly opposite, rises 
ii 'arlly two thousand feet higher than 
Half Dome rises above the Yosemite 
Galley's eastern end. In the Kings 
Itlver ('anyon, .Vorth Dome and the 
Grand Sentinel are blgbta of com- 
maadlag graideer. 

Tehiplte Dome la a true Yoaemite 
faetvre. It points its granite flnger 
at the lentth. it is not so massive 
as Rl Capltan, and to that oxtviit Is 
less Impressive : but It Is superb. II 
has its own august personality, and. If 
it aUiod In the Yosemite. would share 
with theee faatous reaka the 



jiarablo Vatlcy'a highest lionors. From 
the floor of the valley, outlined againsi 
the sky, it towers hugely. 

It needs no maps to ((iiiviuce Te- 
hiplte explorers that many of its ab- 
rupt castellated walls exccel Yose- 
mlte'a in height Tbe sky line is fan- 
tastically carved Into spires and domes 
a conntorpart in piKautIc minature of 
the (Ireal Sierra of Hhieli it is the 
valley climax. The ^'o.seiniie in asure 
uf siihliniily perhaps lacks, but in its 
place is a more rugged grandeur, a 
certain suggestion ot vaatnesa and 
power unequalled eiaewhere. In fact 
the floor itself offera no auggeation of 
Yosemtte's exqulsiteness. Instead, it 
offers rugged spaciousness. In place 
ot Vosemilc's peaceful woods and 
meadows, here an- giant-studded thick- 
ets and mountainous masses of enor- 
mous broken talus, instead of the 
(luict winding Merced here is s surg- 
ing, smashing, frothing, caaoadtng. 
roaring torrent, several times its vol- 
iiine, which fills the valley with Its 
turbulence. 

Once step foot on the valley floor 
and all thought of comparison witb 
Yosemite vaniahes forever. Tbia is a 
different thing altogether, hot a thing 
in Its own way no less superlative la 
its distinction. The kejuote of the 
Tehiplte Valley la wild exuberance. 

From this it is difUcult to diffcrcn- 
tiat the King River Canyon, which 
lies a few miles aouth. They are 
similar and yet very different Per- 
hapa the difference is chiefly that of 
degree. Both lie east and west, with 
enormous rocky bluffs rising on cith- 
er side of rivers of iiuite extraordi- 
nary beanty. 

But' tbe outlines of tbe Kinga River 
Canyon aeem to be softer, the valley 
floor brpader, the rhrer less haroie 
If the keynote of the Tehiplte Valley 
is wild exuberance, that of the KlUgB 
River Canyon is wild beauty. The 
one excintcs; the other lulls. The 
one shares with Yosemite the distinc- 
tion of extraordinary outline; the 
other aluu'ea with Yosemite the dis- 
tinctkMt of eatnordlaary eharm.

The preliminary training of recrulta 
will be -carried on at the depots, and 
the men coming back from the hos- 
pltala will receive the physical exer- 
cise necessary to harden them for ac- 
tive duty.

Washington, August 26 — President 
• Wllaou today ruled that wivaa of men 
'selsotad In the draft should not be- 
cause they. had employment before 
marriage, be thrown upon their own 
resources or upon the oharltjr of their 
own or their huBband'a parents for 
support. 

' lie orderi'd that ull men iiiion whose 
labors their wives or ehiidreii depend 
entirely for support sliduld be ex- 
empted. Ills action wuH tnken In rc- 
Hponse to nation-wide protests aialnsf 
the Interpretation placed on the draft 
law by Provost Marshal Oeneral'a of- 
fice that a woman whoso parents or 
whose husband's parents were able 
and willing to sujiport her and her 
children, or who was (|ualllled to Main 
brr own support, should be tlirowii 
upon those resources and her husband 
sent to war. 

The President's orders were con- 
tained in k letter to SecreUry of War 
Baker. Immediately upon their re- 
ceipt the Secretary got Into touch 
with Provost Marshal General Crowd- 
or ami two conferences followed. 
Cronder Kxiilulns Ruling 
After tlie second. General Crowder 
is.^iied the tollowing bulletin to loeal 
boards: 

"A feeling has been expressed that 
in passing on claims lor discharge on 
the ground of dependenta local boards 
ought in ho case to refuse a discharge 

to a married man or to the head of a 
family. The law under which local 
boariis act re()ulres tiiat before such a 
diseliarge can be ,l' ranted deiieiidency 
Ar ' i"" relalloiiship must be estab- 

lisbed. The matter having been 'pre- 
sented to the President, I bo follow ing 
are his orders thereon: 

" 'We ought as far as practicable to 
raise this new national army without 
creating the hardships necessarily en- 
tailed when the head of a family Is 
taken, and I hope that for the most 
part those accepted in the first call 
would be found to be men who had not 
yet assumed such relations. 

" The selective service law makes 
tlie lact of dependents, rather than the 
lad of marriage, the basis for exemp- 
tion, and there are, undoubtedly, many 
cases within the age limit fixed by 
law. of men who are married and yet 
whose accumulations or other econo- 
mic surroundings are such that no de- 
pi'ndency of the wife exists In fact.

It seems 
that the president's letter to Senator 
Weeks tlitt other day In which he In- 
sisted upon exemption of married ixen 
unless It is clear that their wives or 
other relatives dcpcmlent upon them 
have ainpio means of support, has 
coiifusi.'d the situation to some extent. 
However, it was stated at the office of 
the provost marshal general that the 
Instnictlona that have gone to the 
boards arc explicit and that the office 
does not at this moment see any ne- 
cessity of aendlng additional Instruc- 
tlons.
